FINEST SUBMARINE IN THE 
wae WORLD. 
UNDER CONSTRUCTION AT BARROW. 


All the five submarine vessels of the 
Holland type. provided for in the Navy 
Estimates of 1901-1g02-- which are identical in 
almost every re:pect with the six “alland boats 
just added to the United States Navy—are now 
in the water, and it is expected that at least 
one of these will be found at Spithead on the 
28th instant. . 

There is, however, ut the present moment on 
the stacks ia acarefully guarded shed in the 
works of Messrs, Vickers, Sons, and Maxim at 
Barrow-in-Furness an entirely novel kind of 
underwater diving lorpedo-boat, which it is 
confidently expecied will prove the finest sub- 
marine fighting vessel the world has ever seen. 

1 is difficult to glean many facts conceming 
thia remarkable boat, but, according to the 
results of inquities made by a correspondent 
of the Wedminster Gacetle, there is little 
doubt that the mew vessel will be a vast 
improvement on the five boats flying the white 
ensign now nearly complete. 

The new subinarine, it is stated, is the 
joint invention of Messrs, Vickers, Sons, and 
Maxtm and of the Admiralty, and they have 
derived much assistance in designing it from 
the building of the first five vessels, which are 
regarded as experimental craft, and are not 
likely; owing to their small size and narrow

OPIUM FARM. . 

The monopoly of the sale of opium in 
Canton has been sold to lwo Chinese for the 
large sum of $1,270,000. The contract was 
signed some days ago, but the opium farmers 
have not yet begun operations. «1 understand 
thaf the treaty with Britain stands in the way of 
successful operation. The duty on raw opium 
is fixed by treaty and only after it has been 
prepared can the farmers do with it as they 
please. The farmers hope to make some 
arrangemont,by which any restrictions now

their introduction will prove very serious com- 
petition to any water works scheme. Peking 
has hitherto been dependent for supply on 
some two or three really sweet water wells. 

THE INDEMNITY CLAIMS. 

Residents fortunate enough to assess their 
losses during 1909 at less than £100, have just 
received the amounts passed by the commis: 
sioner. Those who have had totake certificates 
for their larger claims, payable in two and a 
half years, are now demurring at the absence 
of all interest for that period. They could not 
protest at the time as very few days was given 
them to choose between this offer and an 
alternative of nearly 4o years with interest. It 
is said a united protest is about to be made to 
the British Government, however, to obtain the 
interest, the claims haying already been cut 
d the narrowest margin. Mr. Douglas, 
of Messrs\ Wilson & Co, export firm, and 
Mr. Carvill of H.B.M. Consulate-Gengral 
have .just gone almost to the Thebetian 
frontier to try and recover some if not all the 
bargain money paid for produce before the 
outbreak, which at present represents a com 
merciat loss not recognised by the Chinese 
Commissioner. The tripwill occupy some five 
months and be fraught with many discomforts 
if not actaal.danges, and much interest is felt 
in the young men's venture.

capital, foreign merchants, business mea and 
missionaries are requested to abstain, for the 
preseat, from travelling between the two cities 
until furthernotice. It having been discovered 
that the Police Magistrate (Hsiinchien) of the 
market town of Téch‘ang, under the jurisdiction 
of the District Magistrate (Chih-hsien) of Hsi- 
ch'anghsien Ningyuanfu prefecture, had been 
guilty of favouring the Boxers and was-a rabid 
hater of ‘missionaries and converis, against 
whom t' ere appeared reason to believe that he 
was secretly plotting, the Prefect of Ningyuanfu 
obtained the man’s removal from his post. 
The dismissed official did not, however, leave the 
place but continued to kcep company with sus- 
picions characters and well- known desperadocs 
of the vicinity. In consequence of this, fearing 
that there was mischiel in the air,the Ningyuanfu 
prefect boldly seed the bull by the horns and 
suddenly arrested the ex-official under cover of 
the night, when least expected and therefore 
unprepared, and escorted him in person to 
Chényto for trial, the result of which is being 
anxiously awaited. Of six Boxers leaders who 
were recently executed at Chinyenhsien, in 
Trechou sub-prefecture, where the first Boxer 
distusbance in the province accurred about four 
months ago, one was a military graduate of the 
second degree (chujén) and two of the first or 
licentiate degree (hsiuts‘ai), all belonging to 
leading families of the vicinily, The result of 
this has been that anumerously signed petivian 
has been presented to the Viceroy (K‘uei 
Chun) accusing the magistrate who condemned 
and execited the men of having wantonly 
taken the lives of innocent men“ The 
magistrate,” said the accusers, “has a son who 
being a gambler lost a large sum to these men. 
Not being able to pay, a charge was trumped 
up that they were Boxer partisans with the 
result that they were made to suffer” 
ANOTHER INSTANCE 

of the Empress Dowages’s partisanship for her 
Boxer followers may be seen from the follow- 
ing dispatch received recently from Chéngtu:
